TARIS, April 8 — (UP) — Mo­ 
bile guards massed today , ready 
to suppress disorders, as Prem ier 
Leon Blum and his cabinet aw ait­ 
ed a defeat in the

Riotous demonstrations 
before

caused authorities to take full pre­ 
cautions as the senate met. 
Blum and his left front govern­ 
ment had succeeded 
in 
getting 
through the cham ber of deputies 
the emergency finance bill, provid­ 
ing for revalorization of the Bank 
of France gold reserves, centraliza­ 
tion of foreign exchange trading in 
the bank, and a capital levy am ong 
other things. 
But y esterday the 
senate finance committee rejected 
the bill 25 to 6 and there seemed 
no doubt th a t this afternoon the 
cabinet would fall in the senate 
chamber within an hour or so after 
debate started. 
Communists, expecting a cabinet 
crisis, called a mass meeting for 
this evening. 
Their owm position 
was a delicate one as they ex­ 
pected to be excluded from any 
coalition cabinet which m ight be 
formed by an extension tow ard 
the right wing. 
So certain were political experts 
that Blum ’s cabinet w as doomed 
—less than four weeks after its 
formation — th a t they predicted

The second day of reading the 
bill for amendm ents began with 
talk by members of the opposition 
of attem p ts to recommit it to com­ 
mittee. 
Such a move, if success­ 
ful, would kill it. 
One of the bill’s vital titles has 
been approved—th a t conferring on 
the President geneial pow’er to 
reorganize the executive dep art­ 
ments. with certain im portant ex­ 
ceptions. 
Administration leaders 
also have scored a preliminary 
victory by defeating, 19 1 to 169 , 
a motion by Rep. John O'Connor. 
D. N. Y., to strike out the bill’s 
enacting clause. 
The opposition, however, refused 
to regard these as conclusive tests 
of strength. 
Fight Not Ended 
“The

[ O’Connor said. 
“There is a good 
chance that the bill will be re­ 
committed.” 
There was hardly a chance for 
completion of the bill today , al­ 
though Majority Leader Sam R ay ­ 
burn, D. Tex., held th a t hope.

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The idea of these* articles is to help each and every golfer. When 
I speak of the better players I do not mean any criticism towards 
the fair and the hundred shooters. 
Likewise when I speak of those 
players who can’t break a hundred I do not mean any criticism to 
the better players. 
Therefore my endeavor is to combine all in one 
category and go along smoothly, or should I say we are all in one 
boat with the idea of finding a landing. 
The first thing th at a golfer should learn is “golf etiquette”. A 
m an’s makes an estim ate of his fellow golfers by their manners oil 
the course. 
If he shoots before^ 
his turn, that is, if he is nearer 
the hole than any other member 
of the foursome, and makes a 
shot, he not only breaks the rules 
of golf, but makes the other man 
probably spoil his shot. 
This is 
so frequently done, and afterwards, 
"I beg your pardon, Joe, I thought 
I was away" hardly recompenses 
for the breach, for Joe probably 
gets off a bad shot and naturally 
will lay it to the fellow who shot 
out of turn. 
This applies also 
on the putting green, except when 
a player is two or three feet from 
the cup or less, then he may be re­ 
quested to putt and get out of the 
way. 
A player farther away on 
the putting green may request his 
partner to putt first. 
Tee M arkers Watched 
When we first tee off, we will 
find on the tee two m arkers, one 
on either side of the tee. 
This is 
to indicate that the player is to 
play or make his tee shot from 
between these markers, not ahead, 
and approximately not more than 
one yard in back. 
To place your 
teed ball ahead is disqualification 
or the loss of the hole. These m ark­ 
ers are placed there for the protec­ 
tion of the tee, and are 
moved 
about' so as to give the grass a 
chance to overcome wear and are 
moved about so as to give the 
grass a chance to overcome wear 
and tear. 
A good golfer always 
observes the tee markers, and that 
is where the beginner should make 
a special effort to learn the rules 
of the game, and positively those 
relating to etiquette. 
Another rule of etiquette that is 
frequently broken, is talking too 
much just before a shot. 
Every 
player should play and act towards 
his companions just the same as 
he would require they should act 
toward him. 
Golf is a game of 
association, and we will play a bet­ 
ter game if we talk between shots, 
but please allow a fellow to col­ 
lect his thoughts and concentra­ 
tion before making a shot. 
You 
m ight be talking business, telling 
a story, or conversing on some 
other im portant subject, but when 
a player is approaching his ball 
preparatory to making a shot all 
talking 
or 
nearby 
whispering 
should cease, nor should we stand

COLUMBUS, April 8—(UP) — 
Another assault on the most fra ­ 
gile records in the sports kingdom 
started here today when 92 aquatic 
stars began competition in the an­ 
nual national A. A. U. swimming 
championships. 
Three world Indoor record hold­ 
ers were among the competitors 
entered in the two-day meet at 
Ohio State university’s ultra-m od­ 
ern $325,000 natatorium . 
They 
were Adolph Kiefer of Texas in 
the 150 yard backstroke; John 
Higgins of Ohio State in the 300 
yard individual medley; and Jack 
Kasley of Michigan in the 220 yard 
breast stroke. 
As proof of the instability of 
swimming records, experts pointed 
to the fact that seven of the eight 
world m arks the aquatic aces will 
attem pt to beat here were estab­ 
lished since 1935. 
The only time-tested record on 
the books is the IOO yard free 
style m ark of 51 seconds, set by 
the peerless Johnny Weismuller 
in 1927. 
W eismuller’s mark likely will be 
subjected to its most serious threat 
as the IOO yard free style event 
has drawn a star-studded field of 
21 
competitors. 
Included 
are 
Peter Fick of the New York A. C., 
the defending champion; Al K irar 
of Michigan, 
the intercollegiate 
king; Charles G. Mutter Jr., H ar­ 
vard ace; 
Otto Jaretz of Chi­ 
cago; and Kiefer. 
In addition to Fick, five other 
1937 titlists seek to retain cham ­ 
pionships. They are Hutter in the 
220 yard free style; Tom Haynie of 
Michigan in the 500 yard free 
style; John Higgins of Ohio State 
in the 220 yard brest stroke and 
300 yard individual medley; and 
Ai Patnik of Ohio State in the 
low and high board diving events. 
Of this group only Patnik was 
favored to repeat. Patnik recently 
took both the low and high board 
intercollegiate championships and 
compiled the greatest point total 
in history as he scored his "dou­ 
ble." 
Ralph Flanagan of the Miami 
(Fla.) 
Biltimore club, was the 
only other choice to 
win 
two 
events. 
The 20 year-old Floridan, 
who holds 35 national and six 
worlds records, was entered in 
the 200 and 500 yard free style 
events. 
The eve of the championships 
was m arked by a bitter four hour 
executive 
board 
gathering 
last 
night to determine the status of 
Kasley, whose membership on the 
Michigan team had been protested 
by Mike Peppe, Ohio State coach. 
Kasley finished three years of 
intercollegiate 
competition 
last 
season but is still an undergrad­ 
uate student at Michigan. 
The 
A. A. U. ruled that he therefore 
met their requirements and was 
eligible to compete for the Wolv­ 
erines.

opening game against the Chicago 
Cubs April 19.
